The position is taken by the state 
railroad commission that the inter- 
state body is in absolute authority 
over interstate rates, while intra- 
state traffic is under supreme con- 
trol of the state commission, and 
that it can discriminate or follow 
the rulings of the national commis- 
sion as it chooses.

They leveled the amendment 
against the states as political sov- 
ereign entities and declared the 
only penalty they could think of— 
reduction of representation in the 
house of congress—upon state ac- 
tion. The amendment does not 
reach the acts of individuals, po- 
litical parties, rifle clubs, or other 
unofficial combinations to intimi- 
date or prevent a colored voter from 
casting his ballot in any given elec- 
tion. 

Senator Hoar deplored the fact 
that nothing can constitutionally 
be done by the federal authorities, 
by the congress or the courts, to 
fuarantee any voter the right to 
cast his ballot as against the in- 
terference of unofficial persons, ex- 
cept the resultant right of action 
for damages by the prevented voter 
against the particular persons who 
illegally prevented him. 

The fifteenth amendment is like- 
wise defective. It also is directed 
against actual abridgement of the 
right to vote because of “race, col- 
or, or previous condition of servi- 
tude,” by the United States or by 
any State through acts of legisla- 
tion. ; 

Just for instance, take the state 
of Georgia, and upon what legisla- 
tive act of the state can Br’er Siegel 
or congress at large, put a finger 
and say: “Here is a violation of the 
fourteenth amendment that gives 
us the right to reduee the repre- 
sentation of Georgia in the house of 
congress?” 

It isn’t to be found! 

Nor can they find any such acts 
extant in the constitutions or stat- 
utes of any southern state. 

In fact, the only existing state 
constitution in the United States 
that defies the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments is the constitu- 
tion of President-elect Harding’s 
own home state of Ohio. 

In that constitution it still re- 
cites that “every white male citi- 
zen,” etc., shall be an elector, and 
in 1912, on a popular referendum 
upon am amendment to striké out 
the word “white,” the people of 
Ohio gave a strong majority 
against that amendment.

While price movements in the 
wholesale markets this week were 
again strongly downward, rather 
more resistance to the yielding 
tendency was apparent in certain 
instances.

In live meats, buying was 
stimulated by the recent recessioné 
in prices, and more or less advance 
was established in hogs and sheep, 
but beer receded. The general tone 
of provisions, however, was easy. 

Foreign competition has weaken- 
ed the position of all grades of but- 
ter, but scarcity of supplies main- 
tains recard prices for desirable 
quality eggs. The indifferent atti- 
tude of buyers, on the other hand, 
has tended toward depression in the 
cheese market.
